Mike Metiowam Gives 2 New

Yersion of the Afair.

Yesterday Mike McGowan, well
known in this ecity and Virgima,
finished his term of two years in
State Prison, and was set at liberty.
He was sent up for an 2ssault in
Virginia City.

He called at the APPEAL office
yesterday and said he wished to
throw some more hight oo the Vir-
ginia safe robbery.

He was in the county jail at the
time for an assault on Matt - Canna-
van. He heard the knecking in the
night, and wheo Nevins was found
to be in the safe McGowan was sent
down town to hunt someone to open
the safe. Afterwards Jim Kingsly
and the Washoe toll man were ar-
rested and placed in a cell. Cer-
tain parties high in the county
came to MeGowan and told bim if
he would lay next the cell all night
where the two men were imprisoned
he could hear their conversatiou
aud give evidence belore the Grand
Jury. He was offered half the re-
ward if he would get testimony to
convict these men, but he knew
that the men who made the offer
would beat him out of it, so he sent
word by a young man in the jail
named Johnny Ward, to the prison-
ers, not to talk during the night, as
he had been deputised to overhear
them. MeGowan was a trusty at
the time.

McGowan's theory of the robbery
is that the money in the safe never
went out of the Court House that
night. He says that some men who
were friends of Dennis Nevins went
in disguise and bucked and gagged
as a lark.

When they saw how far the thing
bad gone they fled the building,
leaviog him there.

Men 1nside the building saw their
opportunity and made way with the
money, The money, he say=, was
taken out of the back dvor, and not
the front window. The men who
got up the lark knew who got the
money, asd the men who got the
wmoney knew who got off the lark.
but both are keeping quiet.
MeGowan forther says that for
yvears juries Lave been packedonthe
Comstock, and that any man in the
ring can feel safe every time. He,
McGowan, was convicted of assanlt-
ing a bar-keeper in a saloon, and
sent to prison. A young man re-
lated to a big mining man was ar-
rested for burglarizing the same
place, and allowed to slide out of
the back door of the county joil,
and has never been seen sinee.

Me 3owan charges that men are
told to stand in a certain place on
the street near the Court House,
and when an officer zoes ont to pick
up a jury the men are all there,
waiting to be subpwened.
